REAL FIRE OPPORTUNE 
Engines Going to It Rush by 
Scene of Two-Ton Hose 
Cart’s Disaster. 











Charles O’Day, driver, and Tom 
O’Donnell, fireman, both of Hose Com- 
pany No. 2, had thrilling escapes yester- 
day afternoon when their uncontrolled 
horses, drawing a two-ton hose wagon 
down a steep grade, galloped over the 
wreck of a broken fron lamp post and 
crashed through a glass front into 
the saloon of Henry Faser at 900 North 
Main street. 

The hese wagon was responding to a 
false alarm turned in at Second street 
and Franklin avenue by three mis- 
chievous street urchins. Just before the 
department reached the corner a real 
fire broke out in an abandoned two- 
story brick building at 1006 North Main 
street, and while the hose wagon was 
wrecking Faser’s saloon the rest of 
the department swept by to the fire a 
bleck away. 

.Neither of the men on the hose wagon 
nor the horses were injured in the ac- 
cident, which was caused by a broken 
bit ring. This piece of harness gave 
way at the top of the slope which 
‘extends from Third street down ‘#rank- 
lin avenue te the river. The horses had 
taken the hill at a full gallop, and 
when O'Day began to pull them in as 
they started down the grade the ring 
broke. 

With the river a scant 200 yards away 
at the bottom of the hill, the wagon 
plunged downward at full speed. Re- 
peatediy O’Day threw his weight on 
the brakes. He might as well have 
held his hands against the spinning red 
wheels of the big wagon. 


Wagon Snaps Iron Post. 
With every instant the pace increased. 
Both men kept their seats. The narrow 
opening at the intersection of Main 


street and Franklin avenue offered their 
only chance to turn, and Main street 
on the southern side of the intersection 
was blocked with teams drawn aside to 
let the department pass. 

O’Day cast aside his left rejn, the one 
attached to the breken bit, and rising 
to As feet, drove the speeding team 
wiA the single right line. His purpose 
was to swerve the horses around the 
corner of aMin street to the left, using 
only the right rein. Had he been able 
to slacken the speed he might have suc- 
ceeded. 

The Main strect opening was too 
narrow and the horses turned only 
enough to throw the building at the 
northwest corner direttly into their 
path, Chance which directed the pol- 
ished brass point of the wagon tongue 
fairly against the*tall tron lamp post 
Saved them. The post, six inches in 
diameter, snapped like a reed at the 
dmpact, and as it fell across the wag- 
on, the men jumped. The two horses 
burst through their harness and con- 
tinued on through tine glass doorway 
into the saioon.

The two doors of the saloon and 
woodwork and glass surrounding 
them Were demolished. Hoth horses

room, The large glass globe, placed 
twenty feet high at the top of the 
iamp post, did not break when the 
post fell. ; 

While O'Day and O'Donnell were 
righting themselves and their horses, 
a weeping, brown-eyed boy, in care of 
two policemen was the center of a 
curious throng at Third street and 
Franklin avenue. The boy was 11- 
year-old Philip Izen, son of Mande}!

A teamster had pointed him out as 
one of the three who had turned in 
the false alarm. Tearfully Philip de- 
nied that he had done anything, and 
before the patrol wagon took him 
away his sobs won the sympathy gf 
all ike crowd and some asked the po- 
liceman to let him go. 

The origin of the fire which began 
to blaze so Opportunely is unknown.

Government Agent Discusses 
Difficulties Which Beset 
Him in Sweden. 





David P. Dyer Jr., who traveled 10,000 
miles as special emissary of the United 
States to bring back from Lindchopping, 
Charles F. Grotefend, abscond- 
ing teller of the Washington National 
Bank, arrived in St. Louis at 4:30 p, m. 
yesterday, and last night gave a Post- 


Sweden, 


Dispatch reporter a detailed account of 
his and his prisoner’s experiences dur- 
ing the trip. 

Grotefend was surrendered py Dyer to 
United States Deputy Marshal John 
Stiebling, on board the steamer Deutsch- 
land, last Wednesday. He will arrive 
iii St. Louis at 7 o’clock this morning. 
By permission of Deputy United States 
Marshal John J. Williams, Grotefend 
will be taken to the office of Attorney 
Simon 8. Bass to meet his mother, wife 
amd baby. It is expected .hat the bond 
of $3000 which Judge Trieber has fixed 
will be provided for tomorrow. 

“I was away from the United States 
just a month to the day,” said Mr. 
Dyer, “and I think there is only one 
other man of my acquaintance gladder | 
to get home. That is Charlie Grotefend. 
Both of us have learned to appreciate 
what a good country ours is. Grotefend 
thinks so well of it after his hardships 
in a foreign land that he would rather 
be in prison here than at Hberty in 
Sweden. That’s what he told me, and 
his voluntary surrender and his readi- 
ness to accom any me back prove it. 

7 Troubles Began Early. 

“T left New York April 25, arrived in 
Cuxhaven, off Hamburg, May 5. I went 
by rail to Copenhagen, reaching there

Writer Who Sued Henry Ward | 
Beecher for $100,000 Expires 
in Paris, 
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PARIS, May 2%.—Theodore Tilton, the | 
American editor and poet, died today ' 
of pneumonia after a brief illness. He | 
was 72 years old, and was a friend of | 
Washington Irving and William Cullen 
Bryant. 

Tilton gained world-wide notoriety on 
Several occasions. He was always con- 
spicuous because of his extreme height 
—§ feet 4 inches. His first public act 
to arouse comment was his assistance 
in the secret burial of John Brown's | 
body after the hero of Harper's Ferry | 
was hanged. This was followed a dec- 
ade later by his sensational suit against 
Henry Ward Beecher for $100,000 dam- 
ages for the alleged alienation of the 
affections of Mrs. Tilton. 

In July, 1870, Mrs. Tilton declared to 
her husband intimacy with Beecher, 
which, she said, had begun in 1868. Dec. 
-6, 1870, Tilton, in an interview with 
Bowen, actused Beecher dishonor- 
able conduct toward Mrs. Tilton. At 
Bowen's suggestion Tilton wrote io 
Beecher, demanding that the latter quit 
Plymouth Church. Bowen took the mat- 
ter to Beecher, “This is 
sheer nonsense; the man is crazy.” 

Tilton soon afterward was dismissed 
from the editorship of the Brooklyn 
Union.

While, for long trips, the interurban 
fare is less than cents a mile, pas- 
sengers applied to the Attorney-General 
for an opinion and he decided that the 
luw does not apply to the interurbans. 

“If the Attorney-General is correct in 
his opinion that the 2-cent law does 
not apply to the interurbans as well as 
te the steam roads, there is little ques- 
tion but that the State courts will, 
when called upon, declare this law to 
be unconstitutional,” said an Indianap- 
olis lawyer. ‘“‘In the case of the Romo- 
na Oolitic Stone Co. the Appellate Court 
last January said that the points of 
difference between interurbans an 
steam railroads did not seem to be fun: 
damental, and that the points of sim- 
llarity between the two were numerous. 
The Court intimated, in fact, that these 
two transporting agencies really be- 
longed to the same class, and not to 
different classes, as the Attorney-Gen- 


eral indicates. 
“It seems to be ‘the opinion of the 
Court, therefore, that these two org@n-

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Through Two Channels, 
Adopts Measures to Protect 
the Japanese.

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—Information 
that Japanese have been subjected to 
ill treatment and indignities in San 
I’'rancisco came to the State Depart- 
ment today from two sources and Sec- 
retary Root has taken measures for 
the protection of the Asiatics through 
two channels. 

Ambassador Wright at Tokio cable] 
that a Japanese restaurant and a Japa- 
nese bathhouse In San Francisco ha:l 
been demolished by a mob and Vis- 
count Aoki, the Japanese Ambassodor 
here, laid before Secretary Root dis- 
patches from the Japanese Consuli- 
General at San Francisco detailing the 
BSame occurrences. 

Secretary Root at once made request 
on Attorney-General Bonaparte of the 
Department of Justice that the United 
States District Attorney in San Fran- 
cisco be directed to make an immediate 
investigation. Mr. Bonaparte there- 
upon telegraphed both the United States 
District Attorney and the United States 
Marshal at San Francisco to forward 
reports by telegraph. 

Besides setting to work the machinery 
of the Federal Government, Secretary 
Root telegraphed the information to 
Gov. Gillette of California. In this tele- 
gram he called upon California to per- 
form the duty imposed upon her by the 
treaty between the United States and 
Japan, which stipulates that Japanese 
shall have the right to reside in the 
United States and shall have full pro- 
tection to their persons, property and 
business. No reply has been redceived 
from Gov. Gillette.

that he was disqualified to serve in the 


ease. He again asserted that he was 
opposed to capital punishment and 
pointed out that it would be impossible 
for him to take the oath necessary at 
the outset of the trial. Judge Wood 
read the statute covering the matter, 
and it showed that a juror having con- 
scientious scruples against capital pun- 
ishment could not be permitted or re- 
quired to serve. He asked counsel! what 
they had to say about the matter. 

Senator Borah questioned Tourtellote 
further on his willingness to inflict the 
death penalty on the members of an 
organization seeking to destroy society, 
saying that the State was willing to rest 
its case on that propositton. Tourtel- 
lotte stated his position as to anarchy, 
but protested that this was a Cause of 
one being tried for murder. 

His answers, however, satisfied the 
State. Neither side would challenge nor 
effer any further suggstion, and there 
the matter rested. Counsel for the State 
said privately, after adjournment, inat 
the incident could not constitute error 
in the case and that there existed no 
means whereby either side could in fu- 
ture plead it. It is thought probable 
that when it comes time to swear the 
fury Tourellote will refuse the oath and 
compel the Court to excuse him from 
serving.

Reformed Bartender Commits Sui- 
cide to Rejoin Girl Who 
Saved Him. 








CHICAGO, May %.—Horace A. Lech- 
ler, despondent since the violent death, 
April 13, of Miss Kate Lamont, left life 
to rejoin her, 
his hand. He was found asphyxiated 
in his room at 248 East Ohio street. 

The bullet which killed Miss Lamont, 
fired by another sultor, was meant for 
Lechler, and he frequently remarked 
that she died in an effort to shield him. 
After the saloon, when 
Miss Lamont was slain by Charles A. 
Moore, former treasurer of the North 
Chicago City Railway, Lechler quit his 
job as a bartender and said he would 
never again touch lquor. 

He soon sought an Episcopalian min- 
ister and asked if ne might meet the 
girl after death. The minister assured 
him that all would be arranged if he 
reformed. Lechler at once professed 
religion and lived devoutly for a month. 
The day before he took his life he ways 
baptized. 

When Moore, who is- awaiting trial 
without bond in the County Jalil, heard 
of Lechler’s death he showed great con- 
cern. Lechler had been active in aiding 
Assistant State’s Attorney Underwood 
in preparing to prosecute Moore. lLech- 
ler had told many friends that he would 
“reap vengeance.” 

“Well, it's all a sad affair,’ reflected 
Moore. ‘“‘Every one knows that I never 
intended shooting Kate Lamont. Lech- 
ler admitted that. My friends know 
that mv only motive in fellowing Kate 
Lamont to the same depth that she 
sank was to try to save her from just 
such an ignoble end as she met. 

“Why, I knew Kate Lamont when 
she was well to de, a woman of so- 
clety.’’ 

The body of Kate Lamont was taken 
back to Chatham, Ontario, the town she 
left 12 years ago the happy bride of 
Hlugh Crabbe, at that time a Chicago 
traction official. In Chatham, the place 
of her birth, she had grown to be the 
belle of the town. Her parents were 
well to do and respected. 

The rapid decline down the. social 
scale that followed the death of her 
parents was overlooked by her former 
friends.

Kelsey, in beginning his argument, 
asked Col. Phelps to state whether, :f 
the court should hold that the action of 
the Jasper County Court was legal, ie 
would elect that Mrs. Connor should 
accept the $100,000 given her by her hus- 
band’s will, or would elect to take the 
wife’s share.

Persons desirous of familiarizing 
themselves with the views upon the 
presen* situation held by the men in 
charge of the financial 
phases of railway management can be 
readily informed through the private 
and public utterances of the men in 
question. President Finley of the South- 
ern Railway Co., in a notable address 
before the North Carolina State Bank- 
ers’ Association this week, laid stress 
upon many of the phases of the pres- 
ent unfavorable conditions of railway 
operations. 

Mr. Finley’s speech was in general an 
appeal for a square deal. He pointed 
out the necessity for the raising of 
fresh capital by the railways and to 
their utter inability to supply these nec- 
essary funds out of net earnings. Hence, 
if the railways are to provide ade- 
quate and efficient service they must 
be able to raise fresh capital for that 
urpose. Yet so great a blight has been 
mposed upon the credit. of railway and 
other corporations that the bond mar- 
ket is congested, and, in fact, practi- 
cally closed to intending borrowers, and 
they can fill their requirements only 
through the issue of short-time notes 
on extremely onerous terms. 

Very little change was noted in local 
money market circumstances, and the 
fereign exchange market, after advanc- 
ing practically to the gold export point, 
reacted safely below it. Still, a sudden 
change might eccur in the latter at 
any time, particularly as the Eurepean 
money markets are showing somewhat 
firmer tendencies, Great interest is 
still taken in the intentions of Secre- 
tary of the Treastiry with regard to 
the withdrawal, of a portion of the 
Government’s balances in the national 
banks, and the question of exports of 
gold this spring may be determined one 
way or the other thereby. 

After advancing to new high figures 
for the present season, the grain mar- 
ket likewise became reactionary, and 
while it is generally cenceded that the 
winter wheat crep has been serieusly 
impaired it is also the rt impres- 
sion that the extent of the injury to 
the cereal crops at large has been great- 
ly exaggerated. 

It must be said In conclusion, how- 
ever, that it is neither the outlook for 
the crops nor the state of the money 
market that is the dominating influence 
in the financial situation at the present 
time. Furthermore. the ease of the 
money market is more apparent than 
real, aS is illustrated in the terms now 
fixed for corporation borrowing. The 
rates for money are very apt to rule 
low when the credit of securities is im- 
paired for sufficiently obvious reasons. 
It is to the restoration of the credit of 
our great corporations that the energies 
of all clear-headed and well-thinking 





people ought to be applied.

Temporarily Finds Shelter at 
Poorhouse Through Influ- 
ence of Old Keeper.

The resurrection of Henry Nolte after 
8% years of entombment in the City 
Workhouse is a political miracle without 
the divine gift of healing. It came too 
late to renew the spirit of manhood. 


When it was found last Tuesday that 
~ Jong and faithful service was the rea- 
gon for having given him refuge after 
@ sentence that ended 37 years years 
ago he was dismissed from the institu- 
tion. : 

Nolte then resumed his name for the 
first time since he became a mere num- 
ber on the prison register, walking 
out into a forgotten world with all his 
earthly belongings carried in a worn 
chip basket, he tottered with the weight 
of 7% years. Bewilderment and dismay 
made his head swim. He was an utter 
stranger in a city to which he had 
come 53 years before. 

Helped by Old Friend, 

Amid his abject loneliness he thought 
of one person who might lead him some- 
where. Retracing his footsteps to the 
only world he had known for nearly 
half a century, he asked the Workhouse 
guards to send for Andrew Scully, the 
predecessor of Superintendent Dawson. 


Mr. Scully came to his relief. He 
took the aged child to the residence of 
Superintendent Richardson of the Indus- 
trial School, where perntiision was ob- 
tained from Mrs. Richardson to give the 
eld man a trial doing chores. 

Thirty-eight years spent in doing noth- 
ing but mixing black molasses and wa- 
ter into treacle for Workhouse under- 
do&s had left too deep an impression on 
“the muddled mind to make him useful 
. @t anything else. That was all he knew, 
go Mrs. Richardson had to let him go. 

An electric car frightened him when 
Mr. Scully took his helpless charge from 
the Workhouse to the Richardson resi- 
@ence. The being who had not wan- 
dered 100 yards from his chosen sur- 
roundings but six times in 38 years 
trembled in every joint when the car 
‘moved. 





Not Afraid of Boys. 


If he had been able to do chores he 
thought he might have been contented 
among the boys of the Industrial School. 
They fitted into his new childhood. He 
was not afraid of them and best of all 
they were shut off from the world he 
‘dreaded by high walls. 

“If they would only let me. fix the 
meat and potatoes and lay out the salt 
“for the boys,”’ he sali wistfully. “I 
think I could please them. I am the 
best man in the world for that job!" 

But there were other persons who 
fixed the food at the Industrial School. 
sNolte was saddened by the discovery 
‘that others could fill his place. When 
Beully told him of his first defeat in 
‘the world to which he had returned, 
Nolte was stunned. He hung his head 
-for a minute. Then he looked up and 
sald: 

“? was happy when I was just ‘Sweet- 
+ water!' "’ 
‘ Kaown as “Sweetwater.” 

He was alluding to the nickname 
which the Workhouse prisoners had 
fastened upon him and which stuck dur- 
‘Ing all the long years that he diluted 
the molasses. “Sweetwater Menry had 
‘Feplaced the name given at his birth. 
He permitted the identification by which 
“he had been known as a man to die. 
Wot even the authorities knew him by 
any other name for more than 90 years. 

After he “fell down" at the 


-mothing to do but apply for admission 
to the Poorhouse. The last spark of in- 
dependence fiashed up in the derelict. 
He said he preferred death, Scully 
_ promised he would try to raise a sub- 
‘gecription to place him in a German 
hove on South Broadway, but in the

While Scully waited for him to get 
‘ready for the trip from the school to 
the paupers’ home he remembered the

G. H. Umbsen, J. A. Green and W. I 
Brobeck and Ruef were indicted on 14 
counts, charging that they jointly at- 
tempted to bribe 14 of the Supervisors 
in the sum of $1000 each to vote a trol- 
ley franchise to the Parkside Transit 
Co. 

Judge Coffey fixed bail at $1000 on 
each of the 120 counts contained in the 
*% indictments. The grand jury ad- 
journed until June 10, when investiga- 
tions of alleged bribery by the officials 
of the Home Telephone Co. and by other 
persons Will be resumed. 

Millionaires in Court,

HELSINGFORS, Finland, May %3.— 
The first unicameral Diet of Fintand, 
the members of which were etected un- 
der the new constitution, was formally 
epened this afternoon. Gov. General 
Genhard, representing Emperor Nicho- 
las, read the speech from the threne, 
which merely exhorted the new parlin- 
ment to labor diligently in the interests 
ef the grand duchy. 

In reply the president of the Diet, 
Judge Svinhufvud, delivered an address 
in which, after alluding to the passing 
of the hated Bobrikoff regime, he de- 
clared the Diet always would be guided 
By respéct for the rights of Finland and 
the full restoration of the ancient stat- 
ute of the duchy. 

The opering ceremonies took place in 
a hall built espectally for the purpose. 
They were preceded by a service in the 
Nicholas Church, the center of the na- 
tienal religion. he members of the 
Diet, according to anctent custom, 
marched from the hall of meeting to 
the chureh and from the church to the 
palace. A touch of quaintness was tm- 
parted to the procession by the white 
celfs of the several peasant women dep- 
uties. The male-deputies having acad- 
emic degrees wore medieval hata of 
strange design, resembling ellik hats 
encased in paggy coverings of red or 
brown silk. The large number of these 
head coverings tndicated a high average 
of education. Members of the Senate 
were resplendent in gold-trimmed frock 
coata, cocked hats and epaulets.

The dam would have to be at least 
forty feet higher than high water mark, 
because that height of fall would .be 
necessary to generate the power need- 
ed from the turbine wheels. 

The concrete wall of the dam would 
be plerced with a row of openings, oF 
sluice gates along the length of the 
dam upon a level of the water's sur- 
face. Each one o: the holes would be 
fitted with hinged gates of sheet steel, 
which could be opened and closed at 
wil by turning a wheel upon the top 
of the dam, arranged so that a man 
could pass from one to another and 
open or close as many as was necessary 
to regulate the depth ef water above 
the dam, exactly as is done in the great 
Nile dam at Assoudn. This arrange- 
ment would take care of the surplus 
water in flood time, as it is regulated 
in the Assouan dam. And the same 
series of sluice gates would prevent the 
dam from tiling up with sediment. 

The top of the eoncrete wall woulu 
be plerced with another row of cir- 
ctlar openings, through which the 
water would flow into the vertical pen- 
stocks, each forty or more feet high 
At the bottom of each penstock would 
be a turbine water wheel, its shaft 
connected with an electrical dynamo.

The exact polot at which the dam 
might be bullt to best advantage would 
have to be determined after an exhaus- 
tive survey of the river for one hun- 
dred or perhaps two hundred miles 
from ite mouth. While one engineer 
has thought eut the scheme with a 
view of building the dam at’ St. Al- 
bane, it might be fund better to build 
it elsewhere. 

The ideal spot, with reference to ini- 
tial eost. would be where the river 
bluffs come closest together and where 
the least number of acres of bottom 
land would be submerged by the back 
water. At one point between St. Charies 
and St. Albans the river bluffs are only 
one mile apart and there a dam would 
have to be only a mile long. But the 
question of backwater and its sub- 
mergence of farm lands must always 
he considered. It might be that at 
some point the bluffs would be found 
a half mile apart and the bottom lands 


above it restricted In-arce # 


Distance Not Important. 

The question of distance from mt, 
Louls is not of very great importance, 
Whether the dam was fifty or two 
hundre@d miles from St. Louis would 
mean only the @ifference in cost of 
that much. difference in length of wire 
for the transmission of the electrical 
eurrent. A few years ago it was im- 
possible to send en electrical current 
over wires for @ long distance because 
of the leakage of the current. The elec- 
tricity escaped from the wires, and 
with each mile the etrength of current 
decreased, until at length there was no 
eurrent at all. 

In recent years, nowever, great ad- 
vances have been made in this matter. 
The substitution of sluminum for cop.

Whether the dam was at St. Albans 
or at a more distant peint would make 
Httle difference in the cost of the elec- 
trical current delivered in St. Louwis, 
and it is estimated that after the con- 
necting wires were placed ihe current 
could be delivered in Kansas City at a 
slight advanee over its cost 
Louls. 

The length of the great dam upon the 
Nile at Assouan is more than one mile. 
Two years were spent in its buliding 
and as many as 11,00 men worked upen 
it at once, in day and night shifts It 
rises 66 feet above the low lievel of 
the river. It has 140 under siuices and 
# upper siuices. 

This great dam was built to heid 
water in reserye for irrigation in the 
dry months. It back-water creates a 
lake 144 miles long. It# cost was only 
about $10,000,000. 


Estimate of the Cost. 

it is impossible for engineers to eati- 
mate the cost of a dam across the Mis- 
sourt River, for the reason that site 
for tt has not been selected ites 
length and the‘ other difficulties to be 
overcome are not known. But ft is 
estimated by engineers that if it is 
no longer than the Assouan dam it 
ought not to cost more. Ten militon 
dollars would be «a email cost when 
the great benefite of cheap power, tight 
and heat for @.

It ie not thought that the Government 
would oppose the dam when its bene- 
fite were pbinted out. The Missourt 
River, being listed as « navigadie 
stream, is controlled by the Govern- 
ment.

The Kansas City Court of Appeals 
has decided that it Is possible to recog- 
nize and identify a vptce over the tcie- 
phene. This decisio# was made ipgthe 
case of a man who notified his @gent 
over the telephone to sell a piece of 
real estate at a certain price. The 
agent made the sale. Soon thereafter, 
before the deed had passed, the original 
owner of the land was offered for it 
a& sum much larger than he had in- 
structed his agent to sell for. He re- 
pudiated the sale made by his agent. 

In court, in the lawsuit which fol- 
lewed, he testified that he did not in- 
struct his agent to sell. The agent 
testified that he did so instruct him. 
Then a dispute followed as to “‘whether 
a voice could legally be recognized” 
over the telephone. The jury’decided 
that it could. and the Appelate Court 
upheld the judgment.

HETHER a witness in the trial of a murder ease shall be per- 
mitted to testify as to the identity of a voice heard through 
a telephone is an entirely new legal proposition.

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civil cases, 

[ am of opinion, however, that if the telephone girl was sufficiently 
acquainted with the voice to recognize it, it would be permissible for 
her to go upon the witness stand and tell that in her opinion the voice 
person, She would have to qualify herself to so 
testify before she did so. That is, she would have to establish that 
sie often heard that voice and that she was in the habit of recogniz- 
Ing it, 

The Court would then instruct the jury to use its own judgment in 
weighing her evidence, and to give it such weight as it saw fit. It woukl 
be a matter wholly for the jury to decide whether such testimony was 
worth anything or not. It would simply be a link in the chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence against the accused, and its importance would de- 
pend upon the strength of other circumstances which it might corrobo-
